The.Tell-Gate Qnestion. 

Allnsion was raado iu thefln colunniB 
flotDo time ago to the report of ilio Se- 
lect Committee appointed by the Logis- 
latire Council in tho early part of tlio 
present seBBion for tho pui|)Oso of oon- 
•idering a petition from persons rcsi^ 
diog west of the Cliuton toll<{ute. It. 
will bo remembered that Iho coimiiiltco 
recommendod the removal oi ilio Clin- 
ton gate to Soda Groek as a mcanB of 
plaoing all parties on as fair a footing 
as possible ; and also the aesimilation 
of the Ofdinanoes under wbich tollB ars 
oolleoted, with a ¥i«w to confining the 
election to upward bound fi ei^;bt, fier- 
mitting animals, vehicles and duwi; 
freight free passage. In alludiog to 
t^eCrefVortlof the Opmmitteo we were 
disposed to. regard the change recom- 
mended therein as being in tlu; ^'cncrnl 
interest of tl o upper country; I ui in 
that view we were guided chiefly by 
the roprcenlations of tbosu who weio 
presumed to be iumiliar with tlio g^'c-
